ABOUT FRANCHISES. 


There„ promises to be quite a lively 
time .ahead for the Board of Trustees 
and W. E. Sell and Theodore Wagner, 


who have made application for a fran­ 
chise for an electric railroad over cer­ 
tain streets in Berkeley. 


The-application was made several 
weeks *go but as there is a provision 
in the Charter which states that no ap­ 
plication for a franchise can be acted 
|ipon for 90 days prior to an election 
or for 70 days after an election, last 
night was the first meeting night upon 
Which the matter could come up, and 
the application of W. E.Sell andTheo- 
dbre Wagner was called up, but there 
it met a snag, as the Charter again says 
that no action can be taken upon any 
franchise unless the application or bids 
be.accompanied by a certified check 


for $aooo. As no check accompanied 
the application of Messrs. Sell and 
Wagner, the Board could not entertain 
the application and it is now laid Upon 
the-table. 


In speaking of the matter, Attorney 
Hayne stated to the Board that he had 
been informed by General Wagner thati 
the provisions of the Charter in refer­ 
ence to the granting of franchises was 
no good and he intended knocking it 
out 


The Attorney advised the Board to 
follow the charter and in doing so they 
could do nothing with the franchise un­ 
til the charter provisions were complied 
with/ This would compel Mr. Wagner 
to mandamus the Board and then the 
matter would come squarely before the 
Court*. < The Board decided that the 
lUihace-ofithe-Attorney was sound- and 
the franchisewtttttabtab 


We are sorrj^ that any contest has 
come up in this matter for we believe 
that if tb&ekan&me were granted that 
Messrs. S^l-an&Wagpot wonltfcxoni. 
roenoe work upon the road at once and 
rush it to completion. 
It looks>bad to 
strangers to see a little bobtarled car 
miming i&iandfdown our streets, and 
many of them form very unpleasant 
opinions of Berkeley in consequence 
thereof. 


If a njce line of electric cars were 
running from West Berkeley to Peratta 
Park and thence to North Berkeley 
andirora there to-a- connection witb 
one of the electric lines running into 
Oakland, there would be hundreds of 
new residences go up and the popula­ 
tion of Berkeley would very soon-swell 
up several thousands. 


When the Trustees called for bids 


for macadamizing San Pablo avenue 
last evening there was no response, 
and it was said that contractors would 
not bid forthe work under the plans 
thus far put forward. 
The only way 
deemed feasible now is to commence 
the work all over again, or to have the 
property owners do the work by pri­ 
vate contract. 
If the work is to be 
done before the rain sets in it must be 
commenced very

the main road from Oakland to San 
Pablo, Pinole, Port Costa and Mar­ 
tinez, and is very much used 
farm­ 
ers in Contra Costa County who come 
here to purchase goods or to make 
a trade of their produce. At the 
present time it is used by numerous 
heavy teams that are hauling hay and 
fruit to Oakland. It' is understood 
that there are but one or two property 
owners that object to having the street 
macadamized, and we believe that if 
they were appealed to in the proper 
manner that they would consent to 
have the work dqne. 
The avenue has 
just been graded at a cost to property 
owners of at least $15,000, and all of 
the money 
1" will have been thrown 
away if the avenue is not now macad­ 
amized.

Power of the Hitman Jaw*. 


Dr. Q. V. Black, a dentist of Jackson­ 
ville, Fla., has made some interesting 
experiments upon the force exerted by 
the human jaws in the ordinary masti­ 
cation of food, and also the greatest 
force which the jaws are capable of ex­ 
erting. By means of a spring instru­ 
ment provided with a registering device 
he took records of about 150 "bites" of 
different persons. Of these 50 have been 
preserved as characteristic of the ordi­ 
nary man, woman and child. The small­ 
est pressure recorded was SO pounds, 
by a little girl 7 years old. This was 
with the inciBors. Using her molars, 
the same child exerted a force of 65 
pounds. The highest record was made 
by a physician of 85. The instrument 
usod only registered 270 pounds, and he 
closed it together without apparent ef­ 
fort. There was no method of determin­ 
ing how far above 270 pounds ho could 
have gone. This test was made with the 
molars. Several persons excooded a force 
of 100 JxmndB with the inoisors and 200 
with the molars. The physical condition 
of the persons experimented upon seem­ 
ed to have little bearing upon the result 
Dr. Black is of the opinion that the con­ 
dition of the peridental membranes is 
the controlling factor, rather than mns- 
oular strength. Dr. Black found that in 
the habitual chewing of food much 
more force is exerted than is necessary. 


Fidelity and Aflfootlon of a Horse. 


In the "Memoirs of General Count 
de Segur," an aid-de-camp of Napoleon, 
recently puhlished, the following affect­ 
ing incident is related: 


I have said that during the nocturnal 
attack of the Ukra, on Doc. 28, I was 
unhorsed. My animal had been wound­ 
ed by a bullet in his chest, from which 
the blood was streaming, and as he 
could no longer carry me I had been 
forced to leave him, loading bis equip­ 
ment on my shoulders. 
When I had 
reached our first outpost, about 800 paces 
off, I sat down to rest before the fire, in 
some grief at the loss of my mount, 
when a plaintive sound and an unex­ 
pected contaot caused me to turn my 
head. It was the poor beast, which 
had revived and had dragged itself in 
the wake of my footsteps. In spite of 
the distance and the darkness, it had 
succeeded in finding rtra, and recogniz­ 
ing me by the light of the* cainpfire 
had come np groaning to lay its head on 
my shoulder. My oyes filled with tears 
at this last proof of attachment, and I 
was gently stroking it, when, exhausted 
from the blood it had lost, and its efforts 
to follow me, in the midst of the men, 
who were as surprised and touched as 
myself, it fell down, struggled for a mo­ 
ment and expired. 


Crfa, t h e Ancient Edema. 


Built half way up the Jebli Nimrud, 
on a hill above a rushing torrent, it 
never lacks water or the sound of the 
perpetual fountain that gained for it in 
the old days the name Callirrhoe. Water 
in basins, in drinking places, jn small 
mills; water in the torrents, in the 
springs and down the sides of streets; 
everywhere is heard the same bubbling 
sound so dear to •riental ears. And 
with it are trees innumerable, great for­ 
est trees in the gardens, with walnuts 
and pomegranates, and fruit of all sorts; 
gardens everywhere, within and with­ 
out the town, and a thing seldom to be 
seen in an eastern town, the large oonrt- 
yard of the Serai grass grown, with 
seats and spreading trees on either side. 


The bazaars, too, and the streets seem 
all to share in the oharm that water 
lends. 
Nowhere else are there such 
vaulted oorridors, tall and wiry, for the 
market, such splendid 
caravansaries, 
built by some magnificent old Turk, of 
an order since passed away, and where, 
above all, can be matched the exquisite 
mosque of Ibrahim-el-Khalil—Abra­ 
ham, the friend of God—with its state­ 
ly minaret and marble courtyards re­ 
flected in the silent shady pool?—"Six 
Months In a Syrian Monastery," O. H. 
Parry. 


A Wire Walking Bat. 


At the corner of Market and Broad 
streets, Newark, N. J., there is a thick 
network of telegraph wires and tele­ 
phone oables. Late one afternoon the 
loiterers about the corner witnessed a 
curious incident. From the roof of the 
Firemen's insurance building a cable 
wire extends across Market street to the 
Postal Telegraph office. 


A rat was seen on the wire over the 
insurance building. He moved slowly 
along the Wire, and -by the tftiie he hod 
reached the middle of the street he had 
a crowd below him that woultf'have de­ 
lighted the heart of Blondin. He paid 
no attention to the upturned faces, bat 
oontinued slowly but surely on his way 
until he reached the Postal Telegraph 
building. He lightly leaped, from the 
roof and disappeared. — Philadelphia 
Record. 


Bogus Leather In Shoe*.

A Queer Flower. 


One of the vegetable marvels of July 
is the fraxinella, or dittany, an old fash­ 
ioned flowering plant, native in southern 
Europe and Asia and much cultivated 
in the gardens of our grandmothers. 
The plant has showy flowers—white, 
red and rosy—and an odor that belongs 
to the leaves as well as to the blossoms. 


The plant, if visited at night with a 
lighted match, is-suddenly enveloped 
with blue flames, as is the hand that 
bears the match. The flames are harm­ 
less and are caused by the combustion 
of a volatile oil that is secreted by the 
plant. This oil, in the form of vapor, 
impregnates the air immediately about 
the plant and is- ignited at the approach 
of a light. The plant blooms abundant­ 
ly, and the pyrotechnio display may be 
repeated night after night, especially if 
the condition of the atmosphere is fa­ 
vorable. 


The plant obtains its name of dittany 
from the fact that it grows wild upon 
Mount Diote, in the island of Crete. It 
is by no means so well known now as it 
once was, since the gay flowers of old ! 
fashioned country gardens have given , 
plaoe to more aasthetio and loss showy ! 
blossoms.—New York Sun.

Current natural history is sometimes 
.very amusing. 
An observant country 
boy can give you more reliable informa­ 
tion in half an hour than many of the 
Writers who are accepted as authority. 
'Two examples of the fallacies of the 
latter have been going the rounds. One 
was an article on the cricket, which 
was described as a very dainty insect 
with a delicate appetite.
